PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the University of 
Sussex covering issues as diverse as Adult & Higher Education; Air Raids; Anti-Semitism; 
Beveridge Report Surveys; Commodities; Drinking Habits; Happiness; Housing; Leisure; 
Personal Appearance and Clothes; Reconstruction; Sexual Behaviour; Shopping; Work and 
Youth. These represent surveys and investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly 
between 1937 and 1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown Collection these represent the raw material of the Mass- 
Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished form in the Publications 
which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details also appeared in the File Reports, some 
of which have been published in microfiche: But this is the first time that Topic Collections 
have been published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and re- 
interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of transcribed conversations, 
questionnaires, ‘overheards' (literally overheard remarks), and reports. The files are also an 
important source of ephemeral evidence as observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, 
leaflets, news cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this project. These parts 
focussed on social welfare and living conditions and made available material on: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health,Day Nurseries,Adult & Higher Education, Post-War 
Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, 
Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. These twelve Topic Collections tell us much about the 
fundamental aspects of life immediately before and during the war. They describe the 
hopes of people for a new welfare state after the war and the realities of post-war life. 


Parts 6 and 7 offered material on the Home Front During World War Il, covering Topic 
Collections on: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti-Semitism, 
Air-Raids, Propaganda & Morale and the 1940 London Survey. 


This eighth part continues coverage of Topic Collections relating to the Home Front 
During World War Il. Specifically, this part covers:

This part explores the war time experiences of those who served during the war and those 
who chose not to. 


There were over 40,000 conscientious objectors in Britain during World War Il. Most were 
from middle and lower-middle class backgrounds and were influenced by religious beliefs.

TC6 explores their experience of the war, mainly through individual accounts sent in by 
members of the Mass-Observation panel who were either C.O.’s or involved in pacifist 
activities. The papers document the attitudes of others towards them: 


“To the conventionally minded some of them look odd and arty. ... {With] a tendency to be 
vegetarian, love their mothers, and love animals.” 


There are many descriptions of pacifist meetings and the violent antagonism that these 
sometimes engendered. 


The section on Forces (TC29) covers a wide range of material including personal reports 
from male volunteer Mass-Observers in the Armed Forces; the Conscription Survey (1939); 


views on recruitment (1939); thoughts on Army Education; and attitudes of the public 
towards the forces (1940-41): 


‘For a long time | felt sorry for [soldiers], pitied them, their lives were just being thrown away. 
But | feel rather different now and | envy them a bit because their minds are made up, they 
have no doubts as to whether what they are doing is right or whether they are doing the right 
thing. | still feel sorry for them, their lives have been messed up, especially those about 26 
or 27 who have made their names and have got to give it all up without any real reward. 
The only thing | do not feel is pride in them, because their very existence shows what a hell 
of a position we're in.” (TC29, Box 1, File F) 


There is much on life in the Forces, including soldier's views of the Blitz, the conduct of the 
war, army training and on fellow combatants (there was fierce rivalry - even hostility - 
between many allied forces). 


Material on the ‘Home Guard’ shows the intense seriousness and, at the same time, 
ludicrousness of Britain's attempts to repel potential invaders. Scholars will welcome the 
inclusion of many posters and booklets dispensing government advice, contrasted with 
accounts of military manoeuvres and training facilities by volunteers themselves. 


The section on Gas Masks looks at provides a detailed survey of government instructions 
and advice about gas masks and the extent to which this was taken up by the general 
public. The carrying of gas masks by civilians also came to be seen as a key indicator of 
wartime morale. 


Public attitudes to dogs in wartime are analysed in TC79. Should they be evacuated? 
Could Britain afford to feed them when all food was rationed and even bones were recycled 
for human consumption in broth? How did dogs cope with air raids? There are also 
comments on various wartime accessories for dogs: “gas masks for domestic dogs or cats 
are, in our experience, quite impractical...” The value of dogs for companionship was. 
balanced with the practical issues of keeping them. 


For the social historian, these sources will allow a more detailed and interesting account of 
everyday wartime experience to be compiled.

For the first time in its history the 
Royal Academy is to test public taste in 
pictures. 

Visitors to the United Artists’ Exhibi- 
tion in Burlington House, W., beginning 
to-day, will be supplied with a form on 
which to record their preferences. The 
results will be published. 
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T cannot be too strongly emphasised that under 
present conditions it is very important that avicul- 
turists should take care to preserve their present 
stocks of Foreign birds, and specially those which 

are useful for breeding. 

While it is not true to say that importations of 
birds from abroad will be quite impossible while the 
war lasts, there is no doubt whatever that such arrivals 
will be very restricted. 

With a view, therefore, to maintaining our hobby 
in as healthy a state as possible till peace returns, 
those who can do so should devote their attention 
more assiduously than ever to breeding Foreigners, 
for which undoubtedly there will be a good demand. 


Ne Large Importations 


Anything in the nature of large commercial impor- 
tations will probably be out of the question, but some 
oi the collectors will no doubt carry on as far as they 
can. 

For instance, I have a letter before me now from 
Capt. C. B, Alexander, who has brought many Aus- 
tralian birds over here, and who arrived with his 
last shipment just after the war started. 

In this communication he says: ‘‘ You will be de- 
lighted as an aviculturist to know I have sold out 
the whole of my stock, and now contemplate return- 
ing to Australia to bring back next April a further 
collection of Australian Finches.’’ 

I am sure, therefore, that we shall continue to 
receive limited consignments of Foreign species, but 
all the same this does not make any less urgent my 
plea for the breeding here of exotic birds, and the 
building up of aviary-bred strains in this country. 

A little has been done in the way of systematic 
breeding, but such activity is negligible when we 
come to think of the obvious possibilities which this 
important aspect of aviculture opens up. 

* x * 

There is no doubt whatever that the shows do more 
than anything else to maintain interest 1n our hobby. 
The healthy rivalry which they engender appeals to 
a great many, but in addition it 1s at the shows that 
Foreign bird lovers meet and talk over their trials 
and triumphs. 

[ am quite certain that more recruits are enlisted 
in the cage bird hobby through visits to shows than 
by any other means, and it is, therefore, with the 
greatest satisfaction that one is able to start talking 
about the open shows again. 

It was undoubtedly a sound policy at the beginning 
of the war, and with so much uncertainty as to its 
lines of progress, to cancel the shows which were so 
soon to be held. 

But things have not yet developed along the lines 
that were anticipated, and’as far as possible the 
normal occupations of people are being resumed, in- 
cluding their various sports and pastimes. 

So, too, the open shows are being gradually re- 
sumed, and it will be interesting to see how those 
now being tried out will fare. I hope they will be 
in every way a success, and that there will be plenty 
of entries, and goed “ gates.”’

NEWS OF THE MONTH 


This curious War that 
it may have done so elsewhere ere these lines appear in 
print) is at any rate affording time for ample preparations 
against all foreseeable contingencies. Among the latter un- 
happily ranks the liability of wounded, gassed and terrified 
animals both to suffer severely themselves and to inflict 
injury at the time of air raids. —The Government-sponsored 
National A.R.P. Animals Committee has been formed to 
deal with this grave matter. It has an enormous task, 
a portion of which is already achieved, whilst much | 
remains to be done. N.A.R.P.A.C. is a purely voluntary 
effort, which means that it is dependent on the financial 
support and active assistance of the general public. In 
particular, at the moment, there is great need for further 
enrolment of National Animal Guards, whose duties will 
include the compilation of a register of domestic pets 
and horses in the country, with a view to having affixed to 
all of them an identity disc. If and when bombs begin to 
fall, numerous frightened creatures are bound to stray, 
and a numbered disc should enable them to be returned 
to their owners. This seems to us the sort of work likely 
to appeal to many of our readers. Those willing to 
volunteer to become Animal Guards should communicate 
without delay to the N.A.R.P.A.C. National Registration 
Department, 166, Cromwell Road, London, S.W.5. 


Shelters and Observers 


A smaller but still very important animal problem 
under present conditions concerns particularly dogs, and 1s 
appropriately being tackled by the National Canine Defence 
League. As everyone will know by now, animals are not 


r Begins (except at sea, and | admitted into public shelters, and we have heard disturbing 


accounts of owners, caught with-their dogs in the London 


parks during the warnings just after the outbreak of the 
war, who (very properly) refused to take cover if this 
meant abandoning their_pets, but who, if splinters or 
bullets had been actually falling, would very likely have 
become casualties. To meet this difficulty and danger the 
Canine Defence League is appealing to animal lovers to 
offer shelter in their own homes to people caught in the 
street, and more particularly in public parks, in the 
specified circumstances. Cards have been printed with 
the message: “‘ Dog-owners, you are not allowed to take 
your dog into a public air raid shelter, but both you and 
your canine friend are welcome here when a warning is 
given.” Householders willing to offer this protection are 
asked to display the notice on their gates. Here again we 
are confident that many of our own supporters could and 
would like to come into this excellent scheme. They 
should apply to the National Canine Defence League, 
Victoria Station House, London, S.W.1. And may we 
hint—entirely unprompted by the League—that as postage 
and printing cost money, a small fee, if only the equivalent 
of a few coppers, should be enclosed when asking for the 
card. Our own little suggestion for the protection of 
animals in wartime deals with horses. It is generally 
known that the petrol restrictions are leading to a large 
increase of horse-drawn traffic and a consequent big 
demand for draft animals. It is to be feared that some | 
old ones are being brought back to the shafts and others 
being put to work likely to be beyond their strength. W 
therefore urge our friends to keep their eyes open for 
instances of over-loading or other forms of cruelty on the

highway. That intervention should be tactful and based 
on knowledge goes without saying. On the other hand, 
he fact that there is a war on does not afford justification 
or ill-treating animals, and every member of the com 
munity has both the legal power and the moral duty o 
stopping anything of the kind. 


Unfilled Prophecy 
Medical Officers of Health and other pundits of the 


rofession endeavoured at the outbreak of the war to make | 


our flesh creep by prophesying appalling outbreaks of | 
diphtheria among and due to the evacuated children. The | 
most common suggestion of these gloomy divinators was | 
that youngsters sent to reception areas without previous | 
immunization would start large epidemics among their | 
healthy but also unprotected country cousins. So far | 


there is no proof or even probable evidence of anything 
of the kind having occurred. It appears, for instance, that 
there have been a few cases in the Machynlleth area of 
Wales with one death; but a local doctor assured the 
Rural Council that “it was not due to the evacuation.” 
In point of fact, the incidence of diphtheria in this country 


last month was below the level of 1938. We for our part | 


will hazard no prophecies. Diphtheria is an incalculable 
affliction, which comes and goes in waves, and is often 
prevalent at this time of the year. Moreover, the evacuated 
children do constitute a danger, for they are liable to be 
crowded, with inadequate ventilation, both in their billets 
and at school, and also to put an undue strain on the local 
sanitary arrangements. Unquestionably strict attention to 
those two matters will do much to avert the danger— 
Sanitation, not Inoculation, is the horse to back. This 
being our conviction, we deplore some remarks of Dr. Vera 
Fellows, assistant Medical Officer of Health for Birmingham, 
who is reported* as having recently declared that 
* diphtheria is an identified germ; it has nothing to do 
with bad drains and smells.”” As to the first clause of this 
ipse dixit statement, we would remark that if diphtheria is 
an identified germ, it is one which is continually coming 
unstuck from its characteristic symptoms and getting 
identified in the throats of perfectly healthy persons. But 
the suggestion in the second clause that drainage—and 
presumably other forms of sanitation—may be safely. 
ignored so far as this disease is concerned is thoroughly 
pernicious. ‘There is first-class medical authority, sup- 
ported by a considerable amount of practical observation, 
for the belief that bad sanitation and diphtheria go together. 
If the Public Health authorities choose to ignore this, it 
will not do for them, should epidemics break out, to lay 
the blame on the reluctance of parents to have their 
children immunized.

It should be borne in mind that in these 
days the interests of food-producing animals 
are regarded by the authorities as para-: 
mount and so certain foods (cereal foods in 
particular) may be difficult to obtain. It 
is officially recognised, however, that dogs 
merit every possible consideration if only for 
their value as destroyers of vermin and pro- 
tectors of our food supplies. 


The following staple foods should be 
obtainable’ and will help to replace the 
normal meat ration:— 


Dog Biscuits and Dog Rusks. 


Proprietary Dog Foods containing Meat. 
Horse Flesh. 


Dag Biscuit Meal, boiled with bones or 
whatever meat is available, has been found 
a very useful food. 


Broths can be made to flavour any of the 
above that are not otherwise readily eaten. 
Fresh congealed ox blood is a useful sup- 
plement. 


Butchers can obtain from their meat 
depots offal which is not sold for human 
consumption. Try to arrange a_ regular 
supply from your local butcher. 


The diet should be varied as much as 
possible. 


Cow-meat and Horse Flesh. 


As butcher's meat is now only available 
for human consumption dog owners should 
make enquiries of local horse slaughterers 
for “ cow-meat. The same firms also 
supply horse flesh.* Both should be well 
cooked before use. 


If there is no local source of supply, the 
N.C.D. League will furnish a list of 
addresses of firms who can despatch parcels 
of meat by post, rail or carrier. 7

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IN THE LAST WAR 


In 1917, when the food shortage was 
acute, the National Canine Defence League 
did good service to dogs by recommending 
certain optional foods to supplement the 
Staple products which were in danger 
of disappearing. We now reprint these 
recommendations : 


HORSE FLESH. This is a very valuable food for 
dogs, and can be obtained cheaply at knackers’ 
yards, or from the cat’s meat man. _ It is absolutely 
necessary to boil the flesh before giving it to the 
dogs. 


BONES AND LIGHTS. An arrangement might be 
made with the butcher to reserve for the dog any 


bones, lights, or odds and ends of offal or meat un- 
suitable for human food. 


PARINGS, ETC. In most houses there are vege- 
table parings, potato-peel, pieces of coarse greens 
and swedes, and these can be stewed down along with 
the bones, horse-flesh, etc. If coarse bran, pollards 
or other coarse meal can be obtained and used with- 
out contravening. the orders of the Food Controller, 
these might be added to the stew. 


FISH-HEADS. A. great number of these are 
thrown away by fishmongers, and these might be pur- 
chased, also any fish that is a little too far gone for 
human beings. These should be boiled first, and care 


should be taken that no bones are left in the food 
when it is given to the dog. 


CO-OPERATION. An _ interesting suggestion is 
that dog-owners might arrange with their friends who 
do not keep dogs to let them have any “ leavings ”’ 
which cannot be used for human food. Several dog- 
owners aré now doing this—arranging to collect the 
‘‘ leavings ’’ once or twice a week. 


The above advice was the outcome of 
experience in the last war. This leaflet 
should be retained in order that the sugges- 
tions, modified by subsequent experience, ~ 
may be used to meet any difficulties that 
may arise in the future.

AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS FOR 
DOGS AND CATS 


Dog and cat owners are advised to obtain and study the relevant chapters of the Home Office 
A.R.P. Handbook No. 12 (Air Raid Precautions for Animals) published by H.M. Stationery Office 
and obtainable through any bookseller, price 3d. net., or from this League, price 4d., post free. 


The best advice that can be offered to dog and cat owners who wish to keep their pets with 
them in an emergency is to allow the animals to share the gas proof or other shelter that they 
themselves occupy. When in the shelters, dogs should be kept on a lead and cats placed in a 
basket or well ventilated box. 


A gas proof chamber 10 feet by 10 feet by 8 feet (i.e. 800 cubic feet capacity) will afford 
security for five persons without gas masks for from ten to twelve hours. Two ordinary sized 
dogs (i.e. terriers and the like) consume as much air as one human being. Thus one should 
allow 160 cubic feet of air-space for each human being and the same amount for each dog, or 
two dogs, according to size. To mitigate the effect of noise on the dogs it might be helpful to tie 
thick pads of cotton-wool over the ears. For very nervous dogs give a 5-grain aspirin tablet or 
5 grains of sodium bromide or potassium bromide when an air raid warning is given. 


Gas masks for domestic dogs or cats are, in our experience, quite impracticable, because of 
the impossibility of ensuring a gas tight fitting round the neck. Moreover, a dog wearing a gas 
mask salivates excessively and quickly impairs the efficiency of the filter, while a cat would not 
tolerate such an encumbrance. 


The most efficient protection is a gas proof kennel made of metal, completely enclosing the 
dog and embodying a respirator and outlet valve of officially approved type and also mechanical 
means of introducing fresh air into the kennel. Metal kennels are easier to decontaminate after 
exposure to gas than wooden ones. The League will be pleased to send details of such a kennel 
to anyone interested. 


Some owners, however, cannot afford a metal kennel, and we suggest that they obtain a 
wooden box of sufficient size to permit the dog to stand up and lie down in comfort. Make the 
box gas-tight by pasting up al! chinks with stout paper, and cut a hole in the lid of sufficient size 
to admit the dog. Cover the hole with a piece of wire netting, which can be easily fastened 
down from outside to prevent the dog forcing his way out. (The edges of the netting can be 
hitched over nails driven into the lid of the box at intervals all round the opening.) If the box 
were painted outside with glossy paint this would help to counteract the absorption of gas into 
the timber. When a “ gas’’ warning is given, place the dog inside, make fast the wire netting, 
and cover the lid with a piece of flannel saturated in a solution in the proportions of one tea- 
spoonful of bicarbonate of soda to one pint of water. This solution can be made up beforehand 
and stored in bottles. It will keep indefinitely.

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A.R.P. for animals has been made 
the subject of a government hand 
book in which it is stated that 
dogs, cats and other pets must be 
considered the personal responsi- 
bility of their owners. They will 
be prohibited from entering public 
shelters, and all arrangements for 
their movement must be made 
well in advance. Owners must 
decide if they can take a dog or a 
cat away themselves, or if 1t is best 
destroyed or evacuated to the care 
of friends in the country, or to one 
of the numerous homes near big 
cities. ‘lo protect animals in their 
own accommodation owners 
are advised to consider the 
strengthening of kennels against 
high explosives.

THE PROBLEM: The most difficult task the authorities have had to face is to find some satisfactory 
protective device for babies, let alone domestic pets. “The problem is similar, with this difference—dogs, 
cats and other animals can be trained NOW to enter their enclosure as a matter of course, whereas with 
babies it 1s not so easy. 


It is obviously impossible to fit a gas mask to a cat or dog for if a dog is fitted with a mask he loses his 
sense of smell and with it his sense of direction and as a dog perspires through the mouth he cannot perspire 
freely. Even if a satisfactory mask could be devised the animal’s body and feet would still be vulnerable. 


THE SOLUTION. Fortunately a great deal of thought, experiment and test has been devoted to the 
problem and a form of enclosure has been invented and devised which ensures far better protection to an 
animal than the gas-mask does to the human. 


This device is in the form of a non-corrodible steel cylinder closed at one end and fitted with feet so that 
it can stand horizontally on the floor. ‘The gas proof end cover is clamped to the closed end to be out of 
the way in normal times. In case of emergency it is moved from the closed end and clamped to the open 
end, thus completely closing the cylinder. This cover is fitted with a large flexible window which enables 
the animal to see outside while comfortably lying down. ‘The enclosure is fitted with Home Office pattern 
protective devices such as are used on civilian and service gas masks.

It is interesting to study the effect of a cylindrical enclosure as a dog. If the animals normal bedding is put 
inside it will enter out of curiosity and make a thorough examination of the enclosure ; it will then curl 
up comfortably with a perfect feeling of security. Closing the end does not seem to worry the animal at all. 


TESTS. ‘Tests have been made with savage and hysterical dogs with the remarkable result that as soon 
as they were totally enclosed in the cylinder they quietened down. An animal of a given weight can breathe 
and perspire comfortably in the cylinder when totally enclosed, if the filter cover is removed, without distress 
or discomfort from heat. It will quieten down if hysterical or frightened and can remain in the enclosure 
until rendered uncomfortable by hunger, thirst, etc., but not from lack of air. A bitch in whelp could be 
very comfortable in such an enclosure and could be observed without danger of being bitten. 


If the cover is left over the filter then fresh air can be supplied by means of a bicycle pump or special bellows. 
Tests in gas have been made on several. occasions by the Wolverhampton A.R.P. Authorities. On the last 
occasion a bitch was selected from the dogs home at 6 p.m. before the test. She slept in the enclosure all 
night and appeared to enjoy it. At 11.30 a.m. the following morning she was placed in the enclosure with 
a bowl of food and a bone. ‘The kennel was then placed in the gas chamber which was filled with a deadly 
mixture of chlorine gas.

At about 3 o’clock in the afternoon of the same day we returned to your offices and examined the dog without opening 
the container. Again the dog was seen to be quite lively and shewing no sign of discomfort. ‘The temperature of the air in 
the room was then 17.2°C. and that inside the kennel 22.8°C. so that the rise inside was only 5.6°C. and still a long way below 
what could cause any discomfort to the animal. 


A sample of the air was then drawn from the kennel before opening it, and the following results were obtained on analysis:— 
Oxygen 17.9% Carbon Dioxide 1.14°, 


‘These results show that there has been only a slight diminution of the oxygen content of the air, and a slight increase in 
its Carbon Dioxide content which could not, and actually so far as our observation went did not cause any inconvenience to 
the dog. 


‘The container was opened by us at 3.30 p.m., and the dog appeared to be perfectly normal and none the worse for having 
been shut up in it for 43 hours. 


We are of the opinion that, judged on the results of this single test, the container is quite suitable for the purpose for which 
it was designed.

RE :—GAS PROOF KENNEL FOR ANIMALS. 


During the past few weeks I have had the opportunity of observing the effect of enclosing healthy animals in the Frank 
Heaton Gas Proof Enclosure. 


For the purposes of observation the small size kennel was used and therefore the tests were confined to: 
(a) Cats of various sizes. 
(b). Dogs under 20 lbs. weight. 


In all the tests carried out with cats, no evidence of alarm or fear was noted ; the cat soon settled down, invariably faced 
the window and continued to take a lively interest by watching outside events. 


A poorly nourished but otherwise healthy stray cat with two very young kittens were placed in the container and the 
entrance securely sealed—the mother and kittens appeared perfectly happy, the kittens fed at intervals without any difficulty 
and at the end of four hours did not seem in the slightest distress. 

Dogs on the whole take to the kennel well—it 1s helpful if the animal’s blanket, toy or bone be included. ‘The first im- 
pression is one of curiosity ; the dog makes a careful inspection of its kennel, some may paw at the window but there has 
never been any attempt on the part of the dog to become panic stricken or frenzied and the animal soon settles down to observe 
things through the window of its container.

It is interesting to study the effect of a cylindrical enclosure as a dog. If the animals normal bedding 1s put 
inside it will enter out of curiosity and make a thorough examination of the enclosure ; it will then curl 
up comfortably with a perfect feeling of security. Closing the end does not seem to worry the animal at all. 


TESTS. ‘Tests have been made with savage and hysterical dogs with the remarkable result that as soon 
as they were totally enclosed in the cylinder they quietened down. An animal of a given weight can breathe 
and perspire comfortably in the cylinder when totally enclosed, if the filter cover is removed, without distress 
or discomfort from heat. It will quieten down if hysterical or frightened and can remain in the enclosure 
until rendered uncomfortable by hunger, thirst, etc., but not from lack of air. A bitch in whelp could be 
very comfortable in such an enclosure and could be observed without danger of being bitten. 


If the cover is left over the filter then fresh air can be supplied by means of a bicycle pump or special bellows.

‘The other ‘ Scottie’ growls at him if he tries to get into 
his barrel ! ? 

The younger dog likes to be inside his barrel if there is a thunderstorm or if it is very hot.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 

(1) ‘The front, when not in use, should be screwed securely on to the back. 

(2) ‘Tempt an animal to enter enclosure always head first; do not attempt to force it in tail first. 

(3) The respirator is contained in the cylinder on the top of the kennel. ‘lo ensure that the animal can 
obtain sufficient air when shut in the kennel, the cover of the respirator (1.e., the portion to which 
the bicycle valve is attached) should be removed. Air 1s-induced into the enclosure by the animal’s 
bodily warmth and by diffusion. For animals whose bodily warmth is not sufficient to induce air 
into the enclosure, fresh air is to be supplied by means of a bicycle pump or bellows. 
See that the respirator cover on which the bicycle valve is mounted is clamped securely in place ; 
remove small cap from valve nozzle and attach pump. 20 or 30 strokes of the pump every half hour 
will be sufficient. 
The outlet valve, through which vitiated air escapes, is inside the cylinder on the top of the Kennel. 
This cylinder can be removed to observe the working of the valve, but should normally be kept in 
place to keep the valve in good condition. 
The kennel should be used in normal times as the dog’s bed in order to accustom him to occupying 
it, and that occasionally the front be screwed into position for a little while with the animal inside. 


It is to be noted that savage or hysterical animals quieten down when in the enclosure. 


Train your animal now to enter the enclosure as a matter of habit, then no trouble wiil be experienced 
In emergency.

We are officially informed by the Ministry 
of Food that there is no present intention 
of restricting in any way the supply of 
cereal foodstuffs used in the making of 
dog-foods. There is no present shortage, 
but what may happen in the future it is of 
course impossible to forecast. 


ew dog-owners will be anxious to 


The following staple foods should be 
obtainable and will help to replace the 
normal meat ration:— 


Dog Biscuits. Rusks. 
Canned Dog Foods. Horse Flesh. 


Flaked maize, boiled with bones or 
whatever meat is obtainable, with the 
addition of rice, has been found satis- 
factory. 


Another useful stand-by is stale brown 
bread, crisped in the oven. Broths can be 


made to flavour any of the above that are 
not otherwise readily eaten. Cod liver oil 
and fresh congealed ox blood are useful 
supplements. Rabbit flesh can be given if 
the bones are removed. 


The diet should be varied as much as 
possible. 


Cow-meat and Horse Flesh. 


As butcher's meat becomes unprocurable 
dog-owners should make enquiries of local 
horse slaughterers for ‘ cow-meat,’’ 
which does not come under the meat 
rationing scheme at present, and is at this 
date available at sixpence per pound. The 
same firms also supply horse-flesh. Both 
should be well cooked before use. 


If outside the usual delivery area pack- 
ages can be obtained by post. 


It is suggested that owners might form 
~ buying clubs,’ and have regular consign- 
ments delivered to a dog-lover, who will 
distribute the meat to members. 


Orders should indicate whether fat or 
lean cow meat is required. Fat can be 
rendered down into dripping, and this can 
be spread on the stale brown bread or 
rusks to provide a better-balanced diet. 


If there is no local source of supply, the 
N.C.D. League will supply an address for 
orders by post. 


IN THE LAST WAR 


In 1917, when the food shortage was 
acute, the National Canine Defence League 
did good service to dogs by recommending 
certain optional foods to supplement the 
Staple products which were in danger 
of disappearing. We now reprint these 
recommendations : 


HORSE FLESH. This is a very valuable food for 
dogs, and can be obtained cheaply at any knacker’s 
yard, or from the cat’s meat man. It is absolutely 
necessary to boil the flesh before giving it to the 
dogs. 


BONES AND LIGHTS. An arrangement might be 
made with the butcher to reserve for the dog any 
bones, lights, or odds and ends of offal or meat un- 
suitable for human food. Every butcher has offal 
which is either unfit, or cannot be sold, for human 
consumption. 


PARINGS, ETC. In most houses there are vege- 
table parings, potato-peel, pieces of coarse greens 
and swedes, and these can be stewed down along with 
the bones, horse-flesh, etc. If coarse bran, pollards 
or other coarse meal can be obtained and used with- 
out contravening the orders of the Food Controller, 
these might be added to the stew. 


FISH-HEADS. A_ great number of these are 
thrown away by fishmongers, and these might be pur- 
chased, also any fish that is a little too far gone for 
human beings. These should be boiled first, and care 


should be taken that no bones are left in the food 
when it is given to the dog. 


CO-OPERATION. An interesting suggestion is 
that dog-owners might arrange with their friends who 
do not keep dogs to let them have any “ leavings ”’ 
which cannot be used for human food. Several dog- 
owners are now doing this—arranging to collect the 
‘‘ leavings ’’ once or twice a week. 


The above advice was the outcome of 
experience in the last war. This leaflet 
should be retained in order that the sugges- 
tions, modified by subsequent experience, 
may be used to meet any difficulties that 
may arise in the future.

AIR RAID PROTECTION. 


O protect your cat and dog during an air raid is a simple matter 
if the following preparations are made in good time. By knowing 
exactly what steps to take you will be relieved of much anxiety when 


the next air raid warning sounds. 


SHELTER 


Dogs and cats react to the 
emotions of their owners, and 
it is therefore important that they 
be handled without. fuss or undue 
agitation. Keep your dog with 
you during a raid. Install 
his sleeping basket in your 
refuge room or _ shelter, and 
allow him to sleep there as often 
as possible so that he will settle 
down quickly in an emergency. 

Experience of raids has proved 
that dogs do not easily panic. 

A tray of loose earth, dried saw- 
dust or sand should be placed in 
a corner of the refuge room for 
the convenience of the dog. 
Also provide him with a bowl of 
fresh drinking water. , 

In some circumstances kennels 
may be preferred as shelters. In- 
structions on how these should 
be protected against blast and 
splinters, and how they can be 
gas-proofed are given on these 
pages. Never allow a dog to 
leave his place of refuge until the 
signal that all signs of gases have 
been cleared by decontamination 
squads has been received. 

It is advisable that a sedative 
be given to your dog immediately 
an air raid is imminent. 


Note: Dogs and cats are not 
allowed in public air raid shelters. 


AGAINST GAS 


The gas proofing of a kennel 
is a simple and _ inexpensive 
matter. Fit a door which will 
completely cover the entrance, 
overlapping for two or three 


inches on all sides. The normal 
vents should be left untouched 
for ventilation purposes, but if the 
kennel does not possess any the 
roof must be modified so that 
One or two slats can be re- 
moved, and the resulting space 
protected by wire netting. Take

care that the sharp ends of the 
netting are outside the kennel 
so that the dog will not injure 
himself. The above illustration will 
make these points clear. 

When an air raid warning is 
sounded, cover the entire kennel 
with an old blanket soaked in a 
solution of one teaspoonful of 
glycerine, one teaspoonful wash- 
ing soda and one pint of water, 
and tie round the lower edges with 
a piece of string. Gas proofing 
a kennel in this fashion will give 
a dog complete protection against 
most of the gases likely to be 
encountered. The solution of 
glycerine, washing soda and water 
should always be kept ready 
against emergencies. 
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Generally speaking dogs are 
immune to the effects of nose and 
tear gases, but if liquid gases, such 
as Mustard or Lewisite, which can 
be recognised by their smell of 
onions and geraniums respectively, 
have been used, then the dog 
should not be allowed out of his 
shelter until contaminated places 
have been cleared. 


If a dog is gassed, and particularly 
if he is affected by liquid gas, 
obtain expert help immediately 
the air raid is over. If help is 
likely to be long delayed a con- 
taminated animal can be given 
first aid treatment as instructed 
on pages 5 and 6. 


AGAINST BLAST 
AND SPLINTERS 


A kennel can be protected against 
flying splinters and blast of 
explosion by placing it in a hole 
deep enough to allow it to rest 
with its roof not more than a 
foot above the general level of 
the ground. The hole should be 
wide enough to allow a space of 
two feet in width all round the 
kennel. Make a rampart around 
the edge with sandbags, or the 
dug out earth, so that the top of 
the mound comes above the level 
of the kennel roof. Do not dig 
the hole in an excessively damp 
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spot. This must be particularly 
noted if you live in a clayey 
district. 


Protect the kennel from dampness 
by placing it on four bricks, one 
at each corner, and lining the 
bottom of the depression with 
bricks or ashes. 


AGAINST SHOCK 


The possibility of shock from 
heavy gun firing, or severe ex- 
plosions, can be greatly reduced 
if dogs are given the recommended 
Bob Martin Fit and Hysteria

AGAINST HYSTERIA

These Powders have been special- 
ly prepared for such a purpose 
and it is unwise to give a dog any 
sedatives specifically designed for 
human use: these cannot be 
relied upon for domestic animals 
and in some cases may even prove 
dangerous. The recommended 
powders are safe, harmless, and 
have no after-effects. 
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In the case of excessively nervous 
dogs it is advisable that a muzzle 
be kept at hand as an additional 
safeguard. However harmless 
or safe a dog may be in normal 
circumstances, he may do injury 
to you or others in an extremity 


FREEDING dogs in wartime is not 
a difficult problem. Compar- 
atively few dogs have been accus- 
tomed to most of the foods which 
are rationed, and various other 
nutritious materials which are use- 
less for human consumption are 
quite suitable for dogs. Several 
breeders during the last war kept 
their kennels of dogs healthy on a 
diet which consisted mainly of 
potato peelings and meat offal. 
In practice you will find that only 
one or two items of your dog’s

of fear. Such an event is un- 
likely if a sedative is promptly 
administered. Owners must keep 
their dogs under control d 

air raids. The Police have fal 
power to destroy any which are at 
large and may become dangerous. 


- regular diet will become unob- 
tainable and substitutes can be 
easily found. For instance, 
boiled offal or horseflesh can be 
substituted for raw beef, and 
should meat become impossible 
to obtain Soya Bean flour or 
other protein food can be used. 
It is always wise to bear in mind 
the essential requirements of an 
adequate diet and a check should 
be made at intervals to see that a 
dog is receiving the ingredients 
necessary to maintain good health. 


A dog’s diet should consist of the following :— 
1. Proteins for body building, such as: Fish trimmings, horseflesh, 


_ beans, butchers’ wastes, etc. 


2. Fats for storing energy, such as - Bacon rind, skimmed fats from 
stocks and soups, gristle, etc. 


3. Carbohydrates to provide immediate energy, such as: Stale 
bread and crusts, bakers’ scraps, dog biscuits, middlings, greens 
(not potatoes), etc. 


Minerals to aid digestion, such as: Stewed rabbit and chicken 
bones which have been dried and crushed to powder mixed in 
small quantities with food ; also a sprinkling as salt may be added 
occasionally. 


5. Subsidiaries for ensuring adequate supply of sii such as : 
Green vegetables, boiled nettles, ions, swede and carrot 
tops, raw carrot, apples, sein MartinMi and dried or skimmed

PiXERCISE always presents a 
more difficult problem in 
Winter, and during black-out 
nights the question becomes more 
difficult than ever. Wise owners 
realise that it is a necessity for 
good health and that there is no 
adequate substitute for it. Where 
the curtailing of exercise is un- 
avoidable, dons need Bob Martin’s

FIRST AID. 


B*. taking the precautions men- 
tioned in the previous pages 
you should be able to protect 
your dog and keep him free from 


injury during air raids, but in 


case of accidents every dog 
owner should keep handy a 
first-aid kit containing the 
following items :—

BURNS FROM FIRE 

Always consult a Veterinary 
Surgeon if the burns are severe. 
In the case of non-severe burns 
first treat your patient by ad- 
ministering Bob Martin’s Fit and 
Hysteria Powders, which will 
reduce shock and relieve the pain, 
then apply a solution of Acri- 
flavine to the affected area and 
cover. with a piece of absorbent 
lint, also soaked in this solution. 
The wound should be covered

wound from the hardness of the 
bandage. Apply the bandage 
firmly. 

This dressing should be re- 
placed twice daily, but care 
must be taken not to expose the 
injured surface to the air any

cut away the hair | 
from the region of the wound, . 


the skin is broken and the wound 
tends to become septic, the area 
may be treated with cod liver oil.: 
As an emergency measure and 
if the solution of Acriflavine is 
not available, lint soaked in cold 


strong tea can be applied. When 
the inflammation has_ subsided 
apply ’92 Ointment.

BURNS FROM GASES 


Rubber gloves should be worn 
when handling all contaminated 
cases. If a dog’s eye is burned 
by Mustard or Lewisite gas it 
should be washed with warm 
water for ten minutes, then a 
drop of medicinal paraffin in- 
stilled. Do not bandage the eye. 
Burns from Mustard gas are 
treated by placing the dog in a 
bath of freshly prepared bleach 
cream as soon after contamin- 
ation as possible: delay may 
render treatment ineffective. 

The bleach cream consists of one 
part bleach to two parts water. 
This will produce a liquid of the 
constituency of fairly thick cream. 
Rub the cream well into the body, 
paying particular attention to the 
soft parts of the pads, but take 
care not to allow any of the 
solution to get into the dog’s 
eyes. As soon as the bleach 
cream has been well rubbed in, 
wash the dog with clear water. 
Do not burst any blisters. 

If a dog be burned by Lewisite 
gas, wash with soap and water at 
once paying immediate attention

to the paws. Do not burst 
the blisters, this is a task to 
be undertaken by a Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

The presence of Mustard gas can 
be discerned by the smell of 
mustard or garlic. Lewisite gas 
smells of geraniums. 


BANDAGING 


The natural inclination of dogs 

to lick wounds makes it difficult 
to keep dressings in place. If 
the wound is in the regions of the 
head or shoulders a collar, a 
pattern for which is shown in 
illustration (A), 1s an _ efficient 
protection. But if the sore is 
on some other part of the body, 
then a many-tailed bandage (B) 
is recommended. This can be 
firmly fixed wherever it has to 
be placed and it has the added 
advantage of being simple to 
make. Care should be taken 
that the material used is clean, 
white and unstarched. The illus- 
tration (C), shows a dog wearing 
such a bandage. 
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BANDAGE. 
Illustration C 
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ie most cases cats and dogs 
require the same precautions 
and treatment. The information 
given in the foregoing pages on 
dogs is also applicable to cats. 
The one exception ts protection 
against gas. It is advisable that 
a gas-proof box be made for your 
cat. This is simple to construct, 
as will be seen from the illustra- 
tion. It should be proofed 
against gas in the following 
manner :— First fasten the lid 
securely, then cover completely 
with a blanket which has -been 
soaked in a solution of one 
teaspoonful of glycerine, one tea- 
spoonful of washing soda and 
One pint of water. It is most 
important that all joints and 
crevices be properly sealed and 
made proof against gas. The box 
should be provided with straw

or washable cushion. On no 
account should a cat be released 


from his shelter until all traces 


of gas have been removed.

In National A.R.P. for Animals, 
the whole of the services, including 
those of the veterinary profession, are 
given free, and N.A.R.P.A.C. Is 
entirely dependent upon voluntary 
contributions for its work, without 
any financial aid from the Govern- 
ment.

THE CARE OF DOGS. 


Nervousness. 


If your dog is of a nervous type, 
you will be well advised to have in 
the house a sedative mixture which 
you can buy before any trouble starts 
from a veterinary surgeon or an 
animal welfare .society. An alter- 
native is to give the animal one or 
more five-grain bromide tablets. The 
proper doses are: For dogs of the 
Pekingese size, one tablet; for ter- 
riers, two tablets; for spaniels and 
similar dogs, three tablets ; for dogs 
of the Airedale size, four tablets. 
These tablets may be dissolved in 
half an eggcupiul of water, and the 
way to give a dog liquid sedative is 
to make a little “pouch” by pulling 
out a corner of his lips, and to pour 
the sedative in a teaspoonful at a 
time. You should lift the dog’s head 
slightly to make him swallow it, but 
do not try to point his nose too high 
into the air or you will only make 
him choke. 


Shock. 


Keep the animal warm by means 
of blankets or a hot water bottle and 
give strong tea or coffee. A sedative, 
as above may be given. 


FIRST AID. 


If your animal is hurt the best 
thing to do is to take it to the nearest 
N.A.R.P.A.C. First-aid Post for skilled 
attention immediately the air raid is 
over. The following suggestions are 
made for temporary treatment: 


Bleeding. 


Profuse bleeding may be stopped 
by applying a tourniquet above the 
wound if the situation of the wound 
permits. This is done by tying a 
handkerchief or a duster loosely 
above the wound, inserting a piece 
of stick or similar article between 
the handkerchief and the skin and 
then twisting until the bleeding 
stops.

Nervousness and Shock. 
Cats suffer from nervousness much 


less than dogs do; also they resent 
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if your cat is frightened, this is the way to 
hold it when putting it into a basket. Note 
that the left hand is holding the cat’s forelegs 
while the left elbow is supporting the hind 
quarters. A cat held in this way cannot. 
scratch nor can it hurt itself by struggling. 
to a much greater degree the ad- 
ministration of medicine in any form: 
They will usually be quite happy in 
a closed basket, if near their owners. 
Therefore get your cat accustomed 
to being in a basket or similar recep- 
tacle, so that if a siren is heard the 
cat can be put at once into its basket, 
which can then be taken into your 
own private shelter. 

Emergency Gas Precaution. 

In the event of gas the basket con- 
taining the cat should be placed ina 
box that has been gas proofed in the 
same way as the dog’s emergency gas 
proof kennel. (See next column).
